In order to round up a notorious gang of desperadoes, 
who had created panic in the public and had become a 
nuisance to the Law and Order situation in the Punjab 
State, a special staff comprising one Asstt. Sub-Tnspector 
armed with service revolver, one Head Constable armed 
with L.M.G. and eight Constables armed with .303 rifles 
was constituted under the leaflet,hip and Command of Shri 
Kirpal Singh Kahlon, Deputy Superintendent of Police

On 22-4-1979, Shri Kahlon came to know that all these 
desparate criminals were staving together in the “HAVEL!”

At that time 
Head Constable Shivdutt Banshidnai, Police Constable Mitha¬ 
singh Sangramsingh Chauhan and Police Constable Sulcman 
Raimatbhai were present on duty at Iqbalgadh, They rustled 
towards the Bank. Shri Mithasingh Sangramsingh Chauhan 
was armed with a Dharia and the other two had sticks. No 
sooner did the police constables Mithasingh Sangramsingh 
Chauhan and Suteman Raimalbhai reach near the Bauk than 
one of tho aimed dacoit, who was keeping watch outside the 
Bank, fired one round causing injury to .Shri Mithasingh 
Sangramsingh Chauhan on his right thigh.
